THE PLYMOUTH ROCK 
XXrHEN the Pilgrim Fathers landed 
VV from the Mayflower at Plymouth, 
Massachusetts, they stepped out upon 
a boulder which has become famous 
as the Plymouth Hock.

FOREST OF WOOD 
USED IN PENCIL 
MAKING YEARLY 


(By the A modeled Presa) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.— Where 
do all the lead pencils come from 
and where do they go? Although 
almost everybody 
has one, 
many 
folk never buy one, but even so, 
more than 760,000.000 are manu­ 
factured for use in 
the 
United 
States every year, using up many 
thousands of cords of wood. 
But woods suitable for lead pen­ 
cils are becoming scarcer and many 
manufacturers are turning to pa­ 
per. Red Cedar and Red Juniper, 
says the American Forestry associ­ 
ation, are the woods chiefly used 
in making lead pencils. A hunt is 
on for other kinds of wood that 
will 
take the place of these. In 
Fast Africa a kind of cedar has 
been found with which experiments 
are being made. The production in 
the United States is about 80,000 
cases of pencil slate per year. From 
each case IOO gross of pencils is 
made. The results in about one bil­ 
lion 
pencils 
of 
American 
grown 
cedar. 
Since 
one-fourth 
of 
this 
number is sent to foreign countries 
that leaves 750,000,000 pencils for 
the home market, which means an 
average of seven pencils per per­ 


son figuring o n .the last census. 
As far hack as history goes man 
has tried to make things to mark 
with and to set down his thoughts. 
The Aztecs and the Pharaohs had 
crude marking devices. As early as 
1750 Kulm, a Swedish naturalist, 
made 
experiments with American 
cedar. 
In 
1812 
William 
Monroe 
made 500 pencils at Concord and 
told them in Boston but the war 
stopped his plans, in 1861 Eber- 
hard Faber began making pencils 
on a large scale in this country. 
The graphite which makes the 
mark is of course the important 
part in the manufacture of the pen­ 
cil. Ceylon has furnished much of 
the graphite used in -this country. 
Graphite is also found in Madagas­ 
car and in Mexico, Czechoslovakia 
contains deposits of both the am­ 
phorous and crystallne graphite. In 
the United States the chief deposits 
are in Alabama, New 
York 
and 
Pennsylvania.
